Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1-14 are allowed. 



Reasons for Allowance 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

As to claim 1 , the prior art failed to disclose a semiconductor integrated circuit 

comprising a first controlling circuit section, a level transforming circuit, a first buffer 

circuit, a second buffer circuit and an overvoltage protecting circuit, wherein all those 

elements are connected in the manner as disclosed in claim 1 . 

As to claims 2-7, those claims are allowed by the virtue of their dependency on 

claim 1 . 

As to claim 8, the prior art failed to disclose a semiconductor integrated circuit 
comprising: a first controlling circuit section, a first level transforming circuit, a second 
level transforming circuit, a first buffer circuit, a second buffer circuit and an overvoltage 
protecting circuit, wherein all those elements are connected in the manner as disclosed 
in claim 8. 

As to claims 9-14, those claims are allowed by the virtue of their dependency on 
claim 8.
